of year. This means that at 
present there is a shortage of 
7,000,000 tires; and in conjunc- 
tiom with this it should be re- 
membered that gasoline con-

being used. 

“A great deal of the present 
shortage in the dealers’ hands, as 
compared with previous years,” 
O’Neil says, “is due to the specula- 
tion brought about by unfounded 
price rumors, which has resulted 
in the dealer changing from the 
policy of maintaining a sufficient 
stock to meet the demand, 
businesslike method.

In 1925, O’Neil declares, there 
was a tire shortage amounting to 
about 6,000,000 tires, which was 
due almost entirely to the grow- 
ing demand for the new type bDai- 
loon tires; but this year the pre- 
dicted shortage will be a general 
one. 

“Compared to the needs as showr 
by our investigation, the Akrop 
plants now have some 3,000,000 
tires on hand, but this is small,’’ 
O'Neil says. ‘At our own plant w2 
could not store a twenty-day re- 
serve, and Akron could not find 
room for the storage of a sixty- 
day tire supply. 

“All this points to an increasin 
production in the tire factories 
which should be immediate,” O'Neil 
declares.

CANADIAN AUTO 
PRODUCTION SOARS 
Figures Just Released 


For February Show 
Big Increase 


Montreal, June 3.—Prodaction 
of automobiles in Canada during 


Febraary of this year, says the 
Bureau of Statistics, included 

12,961 passenger cars, 2476 
tracks, 3,389 chassis and twelve 
taxicabs and buses, making an 
aggregate of 18,838 cars, as com- 
pared with a total of 15,479 in 
the preceding month and 12,520 
in February, 1925. 

Passenger cars, exclusive of 
chassis and taxicabs and buses, 
produced during February, were 
12,961, as compared with 10,643 
in January, 1926, and 9,211 in Feb- 
ruary, 1925. Open car models in- 
creased to 7,528 from 7,061 in the 
previous month,.and closed types 
numbered 5,433, as against 3,582 in 
January. As compared with Feb- 
ruary a year ago, open types in- 
ereased 16 per cent. in number, 
while the output of closed types 
Was more than doubled. 

Trucks numbered 2,476. In Jan- 
wary. of this year 3,374 trucks were 
produced in Canada, and in Febru- 
ary a year ago only 1,838 were 
made. 

Aggregate production for the 
first two months of the year was 
48 per cent. higher than in 1925. 
Output_this year to date includes 
23,604 passenger cars, 4,850 trucks, 
6,836 chassis and 27 taxicabs and 
buses, or a total of 34,317 as com- 
pared with 23,188 in the first two 
months of last year. 

Imports of motor cars during 
February numbered 916 and ex- 
ports totaled 11,316. For the 
first two months of the year im- 
ports totaled 1,607 which with the} 
production of 34,317 made a total!

In 1917 and 1918, study of the 
mathematical analysis of the prin- 
ciples of tooth, contact and angular 
velocity brought new designs in 
tooth forms, which are discussed.

The motor truck impact project 
now being conducted by the United 

States Bureau of 
Public Roads at 
the experimental 
station near Ar- 
lingten, Va., is in 
co-operation with 
the Society of Au- 
tomotive Engi- 
neers and the 
Rubber . Associa- 
tion of America, 
and is under the 
direction of a 
J. A. Buchanan joint committee 
representing these organizations. 

The tests were authorized and 
instituted during 1923. Due, how- 
ever, to the necessity for developing 
an accelerometer adapted to the 
conditions of these tests, it was not 
until the summer of 1924 that suffi- 
ciently accurate data were obtained 
to warrant proceeding with the ex- 
tensive program laid out. The 
originally scheduled tests have been 
completed and the data therefrom 
are available in standardized final 
form. The resuits have also indi- 
cated the need for further research 
in tire height as well as truck and 
bus design and equipment. 

The primary objects of this in- 
vestigation are, briefly, as follows: 

1. Determination of cushioning 
effect as influenced by the various 
tire, truck and road factors. 

2. Determination of road stresses 
as influenced by motor truck wheel 
impact. 

It is the first of these objects on 
which the major effort has to date 
been expended. :

In tire equipments, all of 
which were standard at the timé 
of the tests, dual mounting causes 
heavier impact forces than the 
corresponding single mounting of 
the same total load-carrying 
capacity. (This was determined on 
a pneumatic-tired 2-ton truck and 
on a solid-tired 5-ton truck.) 

5. Appreciable variation of cross- 
sectional rubber, or breaks in its 
continuity, causes heavy repeated 
impacts on the road. 

6. Dual-mounted should 
always be mounted with the tread 
designs staggered.

Hypoid Gears 
By Arthur L. Stewart and Ernest 
Wildhaber, Gleason Works 

Hypoid gears are tapered ‘gears 
with offset axes, In general, they 
look like spiral bevel gears, which 
they will in many cases replace, 
The tooth action of hypoid gears 
combines the rolling action of spiral 
bevel gears with a percentage of 
endwise sliding. 

The chief advantages of hypoid 
sears are noiseless operation, in- 
creased load-carrying capacity, the 
peepee of high reduction and 
ow numbers of teeth, } 
high efficiency. ee 

Hypoid gears have always pre- 
sented great difficulties, both in 
design and production. 

Up to the present time, no gears 
of this type with mathematically 
correct forms of teeth adapted for 
successful commercial production 
have been known. 

In a new development the Glea- 
son Works present hypoid’ gears 
having an accurate and practical 
tooth shape, and permitting: pro- 
duction at no higher cost; than 
spiral bevel gears. The gears may 
be cut like spiral bevel gears on 
the existing generators, while the 
pinions are cut on generators of 
the same general design, with 
added adjustment features. 

Moreover, the newly developed 
method of cutting is much more 
flexible than has heretofore been 
attained. Even the transverse 
tooth profiles may be modified at 
will to any extent. They may be 
curved so as to bear on their whole 
depth, while transmitting uniform 
motion, or they may be modified so 
as to bear only on part of their 
depth.

Balicen Tires for Drop-Center 
Rims

Balloon tires for drop-center rimé 
will further complicate the prese 
ent muddied bal- : : 
foon-tire wheel 
and rim situation. 
The com plica- 
tions for the tire 
industry will be 
less than for the 
wheel and rim in- 
dustries. Drop- 
center tires and 
rims with detach- 
able wheels are 
the vogue in i 
Great Britain, the 3B. J. Lemon 
movement is spreading to conti- 
nental Europe and isfeltin America, 
British practice in tire construc- 
tion has abandoned the “catch* 
bead and, in rim dimensions, has 
adopted the flange height and 
width of American flat-base rims. 
This ts a step toward international 
rim standardization. British tire 
Miameters are trending toward 
nineteen and twenty-one inch sizes, 
There is an apparent tendency to 
reduce the well depth in drop-cen- 
ter rims. Medium-pressure tires 
are obtainable by such British 
makers of heavy automobiles as 
are not satisfied with the larger, 
more flexible, balloon tires. 

The drop-center rim first came 
into use in America for the air- 
plane, on which this rim is now 
standard. The Ford steel spoke 
wheel with 4.40 drop-center tiré 
and rim is the only American dee 
velopment to reach the commer. 
cial stage. A combination 4.40 
casing and tube are commercially 
-obtainable that will fit both 3% 
inch flat base and 4.40 inch drop 
center rims. By convexing inward 
the well slopes of the drop-center 
rim, more satisfactory conditions 
for proper seating of tire beads on 
rim bead ledges are obtained. To 
render visible this bead seating, a 
red guide line is placed above the 
rim flange on the outside of the 
4.40 drop-center casing. Such ad- 
vantages and disadvantages as are 
now apparent are listed for 4.40 
drop-center tires and rims. In- 
structions are given for applying 
and dismounting of 4.40 tires on 
drop center rims. 

Development in America of 
wheels, rims and tires in sizes 
larger than 4.40 on the drop-center 
principle has been half-hearted. 
Results thus far with larger 
tires on drop-center rims are

MOTOR TRUCKS 
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Fight the Octroi 


N France there has long been a custom of levying what is 

known there as an octroi tax. This is simply a fuel tax 
imposed by cities. When the tourist in France enters Paris 
in his car he is stopped at the gates andthe amount of gaso- 
line in the tank is carefully measured and a certain tax is 
levied. Happily France has realized the error of its ways 
and many cities there are abandoning this time honored 
custom, making motor fuel tax free as far as the local com- 
munities are concerned. In a few years this form of local 
impost will be entirely eliminated. As a matter of fact it 
was a relic of barbarism and came down from the time when 
the gorgeous Louis imposed taxes on everything from the 
food that his “loving” subjects ate to the panes of glass in 
their houses. 

Lately there has been a very disturbing tendency on 
the part of a few cities in this country to try and raise 
funds by imposing a local tax on gasoline. This is purely 
and simply the octroi translated to America. Spokane, ! 
Wash., is the latest town to try this. The city council| 
has put forth a proposal that a tax of one cent per gallon 
of motor fuel be levied on all gas bought within the city 
limits. The state of Washington already has a two-cent gas 
tax and motor vehicle owners of Spokane are up in arms! 
over the proposal. They may well be and The Automotive 
Daily News sincerely hopes that they will be successful in 
their fight to prevent the imposition of the tax.

manner. Once let the idea get a foothold that automobile 

owners will stand for this form of hold-up and there is no 
limit to the lengths to which local taxing bodies will go. 

The danger is that the motor vehicle owners 
may feel, “Oh, well, it’s only one cent more a gallon. 
That won’t bankrupt me,” and so saying let the city 
fathers get away with their projects and then find 
the county stepfathers and perhaps the ward alder- 
men and who knows what starting to pile on more 
taxes. Make no mistake, this local taxation idea is 
dangerous and should be killed every time it turns 
up. Automotive merchants must take the lead and 
make the car owners understand the danger. There 
is just one way to handle a politician: make him 
understand that if he insists on trying to mulct 
motor vehicle owners his nose will be removed 
from the public trough at the next election. Users 
of automotive equipment are a majority of the 
voters. Let them use their power to discourage 
legislative holdupmen. 


We frequently hear the assertion that eventually the 
automobile output of this country is going to come from one 
or two big manufacturers, instead of the score or so who now 
produce cars for varying tastes. 
Edward S. Jordan recently made the remark that this 
would happen :— 
1. When every American family is satisfied to live 
in a house which looks exactly like five thousand 
other houses in the same town. 
When the small dealer finds it possible to 
finance, sell and handle trade-ins on as many 
cheap automobiles as the factory wants to build. 
When the American people stop graduating 
from the Ford kindergarten into the grade 
school, and when they stop sending their chil- 
dren to high school. 
When women are satisfied to wear standardized 
gowns—bob their hair this year, and let it grow 





again next year.

New Type of Tractor 
By Adams of Seattle 


High-Speed Crawler 


3.—A 
new idea in tractor design has been 
evolved by M. L. Adams of Seattle, 


Seattle, June distinctly 


an engineer of long experience 
both here and in Alaska. The 
vehicle which he has designed is 
known as a high-speed crawler- 
type tractor. With slight altera- 
tions it will operate successfully 
either on land or in deep snow. 

The vehicle is powered with a 
Willys-Knight motor and is 
equipped with a power steering ap- 
paratus, which makes maneuver- 
ing as simple as steering a touring 
car. Mr. Adams’s tractor, com- 
pleted recently after a number of 
years of work, is especially de- 
signed for trail work in Alaska. 
He contemplates building a high- 
speed farm tractor of from five to 
ten plow-pulling eapacity, which 
he believes will greatly change 
tractor building. 

One of the features of his trac- 
tors is a specially designed grease 
gun which forces a small amount 
of heavy grease into all bearings 
when the machine is in motion 
and does away with grease cups. 
The gun is replenished about once 
each week. 

Another feature is the track on 
which the wheels of the caterpillar 
roll. They do not wear unevenly 
on side-hill work, according to the 
designer, a fact which eliminates 
lateral wear on the tracks relative 
to the supporting track wheels. 
Wear is taken care of automatical- 
ly during the life of the machine. 

On the farm type tractor a spe- 
cially designed shieid protects the 
mechanism from dirt, dust, mud 
and snow, thus lengthening the life 
ef the vehicle. Mr Adams, who 


_BUS FRANCHISE OFFER 
OF P. R. T. ACCEPTED 


Philadelphia, June 3.—The P. R. | 
T. abandoned its fight for exclusive | 
bridge bus privileges and increased 
its minimum financial offer from 
$60,000 annually to $100,000 in a 
third proposal, accepted Saturday 
by the Transportation Committee 
of the Delaware Joint Bridge Com- 
mission. 

The third bid for the franchise, 
made jointly by the P, R. T. and 
the Public Service Transportation 
Company of New Jersey, was pre- 
sented by William H. Speer, coun- 
sel for both corporations. Tw92 
previous offers were regarded un- 
favorably because they still con- 
tained “exclusive franchise’’ re- 
quest. Besides the offer of a 
$100,000 minimum guarantee with- 
out exclusive rights to the opera- 
tion of buses, the P. R, T. bid also 
provides for a 2%-cent toll on 
single-deck buses and a 40-cent 
toll on double-deck buses by the 
com mission.

Trucks Liked in Ky. 


Frankfort, Ky., June 3.—The de- 
cree of the attorney general of Mis- 
souri that bus and truck lines op- 
erating in interstate commerce and 
entering that state shall pay the 
Missouri registration and license 
fees and comply with the other 
state automobile laws is receiving 
the most favorable comment in this 
state. 

The matter has been brought to 
the attention of Attorney General 
Frank Doughtery and it is prob- 
able that he will issue a ruling in 
a short time. It is said that this 
decree, irrespective of whether au- 
tomobiles or trucks have paid H- 
censes or taxes in other states, must 
pay in Misosuri. 

The trend of the comment locally 
is that whatever the legal tech- 
nicalities, the ruling is eminently 
fair. Bus lines have little property 
aside from the vehicles. They 
have no roadbeds to keep up, since 
they use the state and county roads, 
and when they pay a property tax 
only once that settles their bill. 

Therefore, to permit a truck or 
a bus to do business in one state 
without submission to the regula- 
tion of authority simply because a 
license fee has been paid in another 
state appears unjust, every paper 
in this state that has commented 
on the decree says. 

A requirement to force all out-of- 
state buses entering Kentucky to 
pay a license would be popular with 
those doing business in Kentucky 
who are bearing the burden of 
keeping up the roads, the papers 
declare.
